Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). hi the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation, different functions and different effects. Invention 
I is drawn to an apparatus and method for positioning and aligning of the fuel cells, while 
Invention H is drawn to an apparatus for detachably securing a fuel cell housing including an 
additional mechanism for imparting a force toward the fuel cell stack.
